Of the negroes arrested thirty-nine 
were fined, most, of them going to the 
workhouse. 
Antagonism lased on the s u i.mr.-v 
sending of scores of negroes to the 
workhouse finally culminated just be­ 
fore midnight in a series of race riots 
in which Detective George Cole was 
shot in the chest, Detective Robinson 
stabbed and 
Policeman 
Williamson 
beaten 
unconscious 
with

night stick by gangs of negroes. 
This civic condition, with vigllants 
of the white and the black races, Is so 
close to the outbreak of race war that 
under orders from the director of pub­ 
lic safety, no report was made of the 
injuries done the three peace officers, 
two of whom are believed to be dying.

whose withdrawal had nominated D e­ 
neen in 1904. 
It was charged that a 
part of the deal at that time was that 
Deneen should support Yates for Unit­ 
ed States senator in place of Shelby 
M. Cullom. 
If there w as any such un­ 
derstanding 
circum stances 
were 
so 
changed that the governor found It 
im possible to carry out the agreement 
and remained neutral In the contest. 
As a result, Yates charged him with 
being un Iceberg aud generally made 


of his associates and went in to win. 
He did win, too, by a good majority, 
and his administration of the office 
was adm ittedly the most efficient in 
the city’s history. Among the murder 
charges that he prosecuted was the 
fam ous Luetgart case. H e also sent to 
prison a number of crooked election 
judges and several defaulting bank­ 
ers. So strongly did he arouse popular 
favor In his behalf that In 1900 he ran 
10,000 ahead of M cKinley in Chicago.

Before entering the race for govern­ 
or Deneen broke with the Lorimer 
machine.

and election to the governorship mark­ 
ed the first tim e that the Republican 
party of Illinois had chosen a Chicago 
man for that important office 
It is 
true that there 
were tw o Chicago 
governors before him, but one had 
succeeded from the lieutenant govern­ 
orship when Governor Oglesby had re­ 
signed to go to the senate, and the 
other, Altgeld, had been elected by

married Miss Bina Day Maloney, the 
daughter of a Carroll county farmer.
